ASC Holds 
Referendum 
in December 


Roy L. Ellis, Chairman 
of the Coffee County Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and 


Conservation Committee 
said that a marketing 
guota referendum for the 
1969, 1970, and 1971 crops 


will be held December 2 


through 6, 1968, Mr. Ellis 


said, ‘‘This is the first 
time a peanut referendum 
has been conducted by 
miail,’’ 


“These are the same 
dates as the cotton refer- 
endum”’ the chairman said, 
“and those producers who 
have both a peanut and a 
cotton allotment will get 
ballots for each referen- 
dum, These preducers are 
cautioned that each hallot 
is placed in the proper 
envelope for mailing. 

“You are eligible to vote 
in the peanut referendum, 
Mr. Ellis, “‘if you are en- 
titled to share 1968-crop 
peanuts on a farm which 
acreage are harvested for 
nuts exceeds | acres, A 
landlord of a standing rent, 
cash rent, or fixed rent 
is not eligible to vote.” 

Mr, Ellis said that the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
has announced that the na- 
tional peanut acreage allot- 
ment will be 1,610,000 acres 
for the 1969 crop. The State 
peanut allotment for 1969 
is 217,135 acres, compared 
with the State allotment of 
217, 352 acres for 1968, 

The Chairman, said, 
“Quotas will be put into 
effect if approved by at 
least two-thirds of the 
growers voting in the ref- 
erendum, Whether or not 
the quotas are approved, 
the 1969 - crop peanut 
acreage allotment will re- 
main in effect as a means 
of determing eligiblity for 
price support.” 

“Tf at least two-thirds 
of those voting approve, 
quotas will be in effect in 
each of the three years, 
Growers who comply with 
their allotments will be 
éligible for price support 
at a rate to be announced 
later. Non - complying 
farms will receive no price 
support and marketing pen- 
alties will apply to any 
“excess” peanuts  pro- 
duced,”

COTTON FARMERS 

We are not growing 
much cotton in Coffee 
County at the present time 
and future production does 
not look favorable. Some 
recent research on the de- 
sirahility of broadcasting 
fertilizer or placing it in 
the drill caught my atten- 
tion. The experiments run 
at Brewton, Monroeville 
and Prattville showed find- 
ings to conclude that the 
method of applying nitro- 
én, phosphorus and pottas- 
sium to soils of medium to 
high fertility has no mea- 
surable effect on the yield 
of cotton. However, it is 
emphasized that these re- 
sults may not apply tosoils 
of low fertility. This is 
also generally true of 
peanut production where 
soils are medium to high 
fertility. The type of appli- 
cation of nutrients does not 
seem to effect yields. 


BEEF CATTLE SHORT
